6 of which have sequence identifiers (if the figures had been 
amended correctly) . Also, it should be noted that the applicant 
used the improper procedure for correcting Figures 3 and 6 by 
requesting amendments to the figures because the Office does not 
makes corrections to figures, and thus the corrections requested 
by the applicant cannot be properly entered. The correct process 
is that the applicant submits substitute figures with the 
corrections highlighted, requesting that the substitute figure be 
entered. See the appropriate section in the MPEP for the full 
procedure for correcting drawings. Alternatively, the sequence 
identifiers can be placed in the brief description of the 
drawings. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply 
appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or 

THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever 

is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in 
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order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY 
BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a) .
